*Tt is still cold " Mr G riest said, 
"and the buds haven’t blackened.

Charles E. Bohlen presented his 
credentials at the Kremlin today 
and told the titular head of the 
Soviet Union that the U. S. gov­ 
ernment hopes all its differences 
with the Russian regime "m ay be 
settled amicably." 
Bohlen, replacing George Ken- 
nan as the top American envoy 
here, presented his credentials to 
Marshal Klementy Voroshilov, the 
president of the Presidium of the 
Supreme Soviet (parliam ent).
